Life of Food

\Stamps Fixed

By Goverriment

Thn Office of Price Adminis-
tration has announced the plan
which it will follow in making
food ration stamps good for
consumer use and in taking
them out of circulation after
about four months use,

At the same time OPA an-
nounced that sugar stamp 36 in
war ration book four will be
good for five pounds of sugar
Feb, 1, and that stamp 34 will
not be good after Feb, 28.

The new plan is based on giv-
ing  housewives about. four
months in which to use their
food stamps. The stamps, OPA
said, will continue to become
good just -about as in the past,
First red and blue. stamps to
expire under the new plan will
be those that came into use De-
cember 1 and 8. They will not
be good after March 31,

Sugar stamps have customar-
ily been good every two and a
half months. However, the sup-
ply situation makes it necessary
to change the interval to three
months. It is expected another
stamp will be validated May 1
and meantime, stamp 35 will re-
main good from Feb. 1 through
June 2,
